(From page 8) subsides. Cold weather 
usually improves consumer demand for 
lamb and mutton. Price gains may be 
small, however, because of increased sup 
plies of other meats. Feeder lambs and 
breeding ewes and ewe lambs probably will 
continue in broad demand. You can safe 
ly wait for bulges to sell on, but be sure 
the lambs are fat before sending to mar- 
ket. Early fed lambs marketed from the 
Cornbelt often lack finish and are taken 
out by other finishers for another turn at 
the teed trough

than last winter. Fat lambs also are likely 
to average lower in December-April than 
last season. 

While demand for breeding stock sug- 
gests that an increase in flocks may be start- 
ing, lamb and mutton supplies will remain 
small and prices are likely to be relatively 
high compared with other meats for several 
years. It looks like a good time to start. 
@ Wool markets were badly upset by de- 
valuation of sterling area currencies. Prices 
in Australia and South Africa, reduced 
3014¢% in dollars by devaluation, have ad- 
vanced 15 to 20° in their currencies, but 
their dollar cost is still 10 to 150% cheaper 
than before. American buying has increas- 
ed. Prices paid for domestic wools have 
been steady to slightly lower, but sales have 
been scattered. Most mill offers have been 
quite low and have been rejected. When 
the dust settles, domestic wool prices proba- 
bly will be slightly lower than before on 
fine wools and steady on medium wools 
which were priced at or near government 
support levels. 

@ MILK and butterfat prices probably will 
soon turn downward after a moderate fall 
rise. Production will begin to increase in 
December as fall freshening cows come 
into milk, although the gain will be small 
during the winter. The government has had 
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to continue buying butter, cheese and dried 
skimmilk to maintain support levels. Uncle 
now owns about half the butter stocks in 
storage. Commercial stocks of butter to 
supplement the fresh make during the win- 
ter are less than usual. Cream stocks also 
are light. 

After December, a new support program 
—sull unknown—will go into effect. Price 
changes will depend partly on what Con- 
gress finally decides. 

Supplies in some of the fluid milk dis- 
tricts have been noticeably larger than a 
year ago. Besides heavy teeding and close 
selection of cows, more producers appear 
o be crowding into these markets. High 
quality will be necessary to hold a place in 
the higher-price outlets. Fluid milk and 
cream regulations by cities are constantly 
being tightened. Requirements for manu- 
facturing milk also are being raised 
@ EGG prices passed the fall peak earlier 
than usual due to increasing supplies as 
early pullets came into production and con- 
sumer resistance to high retail prices in 
September. The effect of light storage 
stocks of shell and frozen eggs is wearing 
off. By Jan. 1, the number of layers is 
likely to be 4 to 5° larger than a year 
ago and production per bird greater than 
ever before at that season. 

At September farm prices, a dozen eggs 
would pay for 15.2 pounds of poultry feed, 
compared with 13.1 pounds a year ago and 
a September average of 13.7 pounds in 

8-47. On an annual average basis, a 
zood layer will produce a dozen eggs 
from about 7 pounds of feed. The teed- 
egg ratio probably will become less prof- 
itable after another month or two, but it 

ill pay to feed heavily and use lights

CHICKEN prices may improve a little 
by early winter. Sales of farm chickens 


usually decline after September or October. 


The chicken-feed price ratio is below nor 
mal, but chick placements indicate that 
commercial production is stepping up again 
after a summer drop. However, the in- 
crease in commercial supplies probably will 
not fully offset the decline in farm chick- 
ens. Although competition from red meats 
in retail channels will increase until De- 
cember or January, storage demand for 
chickens may expand. While prices proba- 
bly will strengthen during the winter and 
early spring, any gain is likely to be less 
than in former years due to commercial 
broiler production. 

For those who have the housing space, 

December or January chicks to produce 
broilers for the early spring marke: or early 
pullets to start laying by late summer next 
year, or both, look like a fairly good bet. 
@ TuRKEY markets probably will have 
their largest supply and greatest demand in 
November. Selling for the Thanksgiving 
market all that are well finished appears ad- 
visable. As far as feasible sell dressed 
rather than live birds. While some support 
buying may be necessary, much of the crop 
probably will sell slightly above support 
levels. Light birds of equal finish will stay 
at a large premium over heavy birds. 
@ CORN prices probably wil! remain ma- 
terially below the new crop loan value of 
$1.40 a bushel at the farm, but the drop 
may not be as extreme as expected in late 
summer, The discount below the loan, prof- 
itable feeding ratios and the dry condition 
ot the crop will favor storing to the limit 
of your capacity.

Topar's livestock grower does not need 
to be told of the benefits of chemicals 
in the control of parasites. His own ex- 
perience has proved that their use is smart 
practice. However, as in any field, a re- 
orientation is necessary from time to time 
to benefit from up-to-date information. 

The use of the older inorganic insecticides 
such as arsenic compounds has been tfe- 
placed in great part by newer organic chem- 
icals such as DDT and benzene hexachlo- 
ride. But the widespread use of many of 
these newer chemicals has given rise to con- 
fusion and has created new problems. 

In the first place, the effectiveness of

And while the water- 
mixable powders have a somewhat longer 
residual effect than water-mixable liquids, 
the liquids have a higher initial cate of 
knock-down.

During the winter, dusts are advantageous 
when dipping or spraying is detrimental. 
Control of cattle grubs, flat ticks, bedbugs, 
lice and fleas of all kinds may be obtained 
with dusts. 

Although the uses of these various chem- 
icals overlap each other, there are definite 
places in which each fits. This specificity 
covers the external parasites of the various 
animals in a somewhat different way. Look- 
ing over the field in general, DDT is by 
far the most economical and best all-round 
material for control of a large number of 
pests regardless of the recent publicity given 
to “resistance” of houseflies. The next most 
effective materials Chlordane and 
Methoxychlor which are about equally effec- 
tive for the control of hornflies.

I feed the hay outside on the pastures, es- 
pecially on the poor spots. Isn't this a good 
system, grazing cows 12 months and using 
roughages you have no other use for? You 
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never even have to milk these cows. The 
calves stay right with them till they're 
sold. Some of them get a large udder then, 
but I've never had to milk any. The cows 
just rest up a couple months and then go 
to work raising another calf. 

“Of course steer cattle make more money 
in good years—and we've had 4 in a row. 
But this cow-and-calf program gives you 
continuous income like sheep. 

“I've watched some neighbors raising 
straight Angus baby beeves, and I just don’t 
believe they pay you as much for your 
time and feed. A beef type cow will not 
produce enough milk to fatten a calf in 
9 months, so they have them dropped in 
May and June and feed them through the 
winter to sell in July or August. Suppose 
I sell a 650-pound calf at 25c; that's 
$162.50 for a 9-month-old calf raised on 
milk and grass. The neighbor's calf may 
weigh 750 and bring $187.50; but they've 
kept him 5 months longer and fed him 
through the winter for $25. The old 
brindle cow surely has a place in beef-mak- 
ing—pasture-raising calves by a good beef 
bull,” concluded Mr. Stephenson.

Is Your Dairy Barn 
Dry and Draft-free? 


THE main requirements in housing dairy 
cattle in winter are to keep them dry 
and out of the wind and « 
vide plenty of fresh air and sunlight. 
The optimum temperature for well-fed 
dairy cows kept in a barn free from drafts 
is 50° wo SS" E.. Ventilating systems 
that depend on differences in the tempera- 
ture inside and outside the stable do not 
always change the air often enough. The 
outlet flue must be of ample size, tight, 
and well-insulated; the sides of the barn 
and the windows should be ught; and there 
should be built-in arrangements for ad- 
mitting the fresh air. On farms having 
electricity these systems are being supple- 
mented or replaced with electric fans which 
remove the air from the barns. In milder 
climates the tilting window is a cheap and 
practicable method of ventilation.—'Care 
Management of Dairy Cows,” Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 1470, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture.
